Britomart sloop, Heligoland Harbour, July 12. 

Sir,—As senior Officer I have the honour to acquaint yet, 
for the information of Capt, Clinch, of his Majesty’s sloop 
Osprey, as well as that of the Coumander-ia-Chief, that I 
proceeded yesterday agreenhly to your order, with our cutter 
manned and armed in company wit the boats of the Osprey 
and Leveret, in chase of av enemy’s lugger, eight or nine leagues 
N. W. of the island, At half past one, being about five or six 
leagues, observed the Ingger at anchors but immediately ov 
seeing us, she weighed and made sail, I then cheered the 
hoats, and sailed on till half past three, and Being the leading 
boat, opened my fire on her, about masket-shot distance, which 
was returned from the lugger, when she boisted French colours, 
and wounded one of my men, The Osprey’s boat then closing 
with me, I thought the enemy ef too gteat a force to attempt 
boarding without the assistance. of the Leveret’s boat, which 
was at that time about half a mile distant. On her coming 
abreast of us, end being in the enemy's wake, ov? situations 
were such as to enable me to take the larboard, the Leveret's 
the starboard quarter, and the Oxprey’s boat the stern{ we 
then cheered, and prepared for boarding, The Osprey's boat 
and our’s grappled his stern, and from their well-dicected fire 
and spirited defence, it was nearly ten minutes before we could 
make good eur hoarding, On wur getting on board, we still 
met with a well contested resistance for the space of ten minutes, 
when they Struck their colours and called fur quarter, We thes 
ceased the attack, bot they still continued to fire pistols np the 
hatchways, which wounded one or two of our people, till we 
perfectly silenced them, took possession, and hoisted the Enge 
lish eusign, She proved to be L’Eole Freuch lugger privateer, 
of 14 guns, but only six mounted, commanded by Capt. Dubost, 
with a complement of 81 officers and men, belonging to Dunkirk, 
out one day from Schiermonnikoog on a cruise, but had made
